No com pany can surv iv e if it hasn't the 
product to sell on the mark et. 
So both sides m ust hav e suffered terrifi­ 
cally.

But there’s a third and fourth and 10th and 
20th side that suffers, too. 
Down on High 
street the m erchants say they can feel the 
effects of the strik e. 
They miss the Flagg 
w ork ers’ dollars. 
The corner grocerv m an 
does, too. 
Ev en the taproom 
ow ner 
says 
business has dulled, and the furniture and 
electric appliance m an has had to ease up 
on installment paym ent. 
The wiv es of the 
strik ers aren't buying, and that hurts. Land­ 
lords are w orrying about it. 
Ten weeks is a long time. 
Too long 
a time for labor and management to be 
at loggerheads. 
There should be a break 
somewhere. 
All Pottstown hopes there'll 
be a break. 
P erhaps each side is a little unwilling 
to m ak e concessions, too proud to giv e the 
first sign of com prom ise.

Labor Believ es In Free Enterprise 
IT USED to be that the m ajor labor or­ 
ganizations generally fav ored gov ernm ent 
ow nership and operation of certain basic in­ 
dustries, of which light and power w as one. 
But, in late years, more and m ore labor 
leaders hav e w arned their followers and the 
public at large of the perils of socialism. 
An excellent exam ple is found in a re ­ 
cent speech m ade by President D. W. Tracy 
of the International Brotherhood of E lec­ 
trical work ers, AF of L. 
He said: 
“ It has becom e m ore and m ore apparent 
tha t the adv ocates of public pow er a re no 
longer content with the program originally 
endorsed by the American people. 
They 
hav e . . . adv anced proposals which would 
hav e the effect of supplanting free enter­ 
prise 
with 
gov ernm ent ownership 
in the 
pow er industry.” 
Mr. Tracy then listed specific cases in 
w-hich the policies of socialized pow er pro­ 
jects resulted in “ the destruction of unions 
and the elimination of collectiv e bargaining” 
and continued: 
“ Labor supports our free enterprise sys­ 
tem because we believ e that the system 
has work ed and that it will continue to work - 
in prov iding a gre a te r decree of freedom and 
prosperity than 
any other economic 
sys­ 
tem so far dev ised on this earth.” 
The; nU w w>*rence in this is that free 
labor and free enterprise will liv e or die 
together and history abundantly dem onstrates 
the truth of that. 
In ev ery country which 
has succumbed to socialism, com m uni in or 
any other form of dictatorship, labor has 
been among the first v ictims. 


On File for 150 Years 
T H E MERCURY the other day reported that 
150 years or more ago Congress author­ 
ized the promotion of George W ashington 
from lieutenant general to general.

Cold War Fortunes 


Turn in Allies’ Fav or 


By RAY TUCKER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—The tide in the 
cold w ar has turned tem porarily in fav or 
of the W estern Allies, in the opinion of 


official Washington, as the statesm en 


prepare for the Korean political confer­ 
ence and possible talk s with Russia on 
European causes of tension. It is gener­ 


ally felt that the eight year-old conflict 
has now entered a second and entirely 
new phase. 


It is. in fact, following the pattern 
which the President has frequently out­ 
lined to his diplomatic and military ad­ 
v isers. 
Cautioning them against ex cessiv e 
optimism or pessimism in reaction 
to perodical dev elopments, he con­ 
stantly points out that the present 
stalemate resembles the operations 
in actual warfare. 
There a re adv ances and retreats, 
successes and defeats, in the grim m a ­ 
neuv ering of diplomatic No M an’s Land. 
As in World W ar I, this frozen situation 
may continue for years before there can 
be a decisiv e outcome. But President 
Eisenhower believ es firmly that Allied 
patience and persistence are slowly giv ­ 
ing us the upper hand.

The persons who voiced it shook sad heads. 


They were sympathizing with both sides, the 
strikers and management. 


It is too bad that labor and manage- 


ment cannot get together at Flagg's. 
The plant has been idle now for ten 
weeks. That means 800 or more workers 
have been, without paychecks for a fifth 
of a year. That's quite a hunk of wages 
to lop off any workman. 


Management, of course, has been losing, 


too. No company can survive if it hasn't the 
product to sell on the market. 


So both sides must have suffered terrifi- 


cally. 
* 
* * 


But there's a third and fourth and 10th and 


20th side that suffers, too. Down on High 
street the merchants say they can feel the 
effects of the strike. They miss the Flagg 
workers' dollars. 
The corner groceryman 


does, too. Even the taproom owner says 
business has dulled, and the furniture and 
electric appliance man has had to ease up 
on installment payment. 
The wives of the 


strikers aren't buying, and that hurts. Land- 
lords are worrying about it. 


Ten weeks is a long time. Too long 


a time for labor and management to be 
at loggerheads. There should be a break 
somewhere. All Pottstown hopes there'll 
be a break. 


Perhaps each side is a little unwilling 


to make concessions, too proud to give the 
first sign of compromise. That is under- 
standable. 


But the break has to come somewhere, 


from some quarter. Pottstown, in the inter- 
est of community goodwill and prosperity, 
hopes both sides will forget their pride and 
come forward with an offer to end the strike.

The Flagg situation isn't as bad as some 


crepe-hangers make it appear to be. The 
disputants aren't too far apart. All that's 
needed is a little indication from one of the 
sides cf a willingness to sit down and try 
to see «ye-to-eye. 


All that's needed is a concession here, 


a concession there. Possibly an agree- 
ment to sit and sit and sit without a 


—break until a settlement is reached may 


be the solution. 


Who will try it? 


In the meantime, discourage those pessi- 


mists who are going around with long faces 
and sad tales! Things aren't that dark! A 
cheerful word may break the impasse. Who 
has it? 


Labor Believes In Free Enterprise 
JT USED to be that the major labor or- 


ganizations generally favored government 


ownership and operation of certain basic in- 
dustries, of which light and power was one. 


But, in late years, more and more labor 


leaders have warned their followers and the 
public at large of the perils of socialism. 


An excellent example is found in a re- 


cent speech made by President D. W. Tracy 
of the International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical workers, AF of L. He said: 


"It has become more and more apparent 


tfratrthe" advocates of public power are no 
longer content with the program originally 
endorsed by the American people. 
They 


have . . . advanced proposals which would 
have the effect of supplanting free enter- 
prise with government ownership in the 
power industry." 


Mr. Tracy then listed specific cases in 


which the policies of socialized power pro- 


• jects resulted in "the destruction of unions 


and the elimination of collective bargaining" 
and continued: 


"Labor supports our free enterprise sys- 


tem because we believe that the system 
has worked and that it will continue to work 
in providing a greater degree of freedom and 
prosperity than any other economic sys- 
tem so far devised on this earth." 


The plain inference in this-is that free 


labor and free enterprise will live or die 
together and history abundantly demonstrates 
the truth of that. In every country which 
has succumbed to socialism, communi m or 
any other form of dictatorship, labor has 
been among the first victims. 


On File for 150 Years 
THE-MERCURY-the-other day reported that 


150 years or more ago Congress author- 


ized the promotion of George Washington 
from lieutenant general to general. 


A number of other generals have received 


equal or higher advances during the years, 
yet Washington's name remains forty-sixth 
on the list for promotions, and the Army will 
not explain why.

Cold War Fortunes 


Turn in Allies' Favor 


By RAY TUCKER 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9—The tide in the 


cold war has turned temporarily in favor 
of the Western Allies, in the opinion of 
official Washington, as the statesmen 
prepare for the Korean political confer- 
ence and possible talks with Russia on 
European causes of tension. It is gener- 
ally felt that the eight-year-old conflict 
has now entered a second and entirely 
new phase. 


It is, in fact, following the pattern 


winch the President has frequently out- 
lined to his diplomatic and military ad- 
visers. 


Cautioning them against excessive 


optimism or pessimism in reaction 
to perodical developments, he con- 
stantly points out that the present 
stalemate resembles the operations 
in actual warfare. 


There are,advances and retreats, 


successes and defeats, in the grim ma- 
neuvering of diplomatic No Man's Land. 
As in World War I, this frozen situation 
may continue for years before there can 
be a decisive outcome." But President 
Eisenhower believes firmly that Allied 
patience and persistence are slowly giv- 
ing us the upper hand. 
* * » 


GAMS FOR THE WEST: In any 


reckoning of the present position of the 
adversaries, the death of Stalin still re- 
mains as the major gain for the West. 
From that event, in this unofficial re- 
view, came the Malenkov-Beria struggle 
for Kremlin supremacy, the German up- 
risings in midsummer and the spreading 
unrest among the satellite peoples. 


The crisis resulting from the dictator's 


death has also emboldened Europeans, 
especially in Germany^ and England. 


The Adenauer victory in the elec- 


tions may lead directly to Bonn's 
ratification of the pact for a Euro- 
pean Army, with 20 German divi- 
sions, and this may persuade France 
to approve the treaty. 


Although still refusing to become 


an actual member of the European De- 
fense Community, London has finally 
agreed to act as a silent partner. In both 
countries, too, there are signs of general 
economic improvement.

THERE IS PROBABLY no field 
in 


medicine where there is more room for 
lesearch than in the treatment of the 
mentally sick. 


Mental 
hospitals throughout t h e 


country are being taxed beyond their 
limits in caring for these people. 


Medical science has 
searched 
for 


years for a specific treatment for 
the 


psychiatric patient. Except for the few 
that make recoveries on their own, most 
of these patients become progressively 
worse as time passes, and finally lose 
complete touch with society. They live 
out their lives in mental institutions. 


An operation that has been used ex- 


tensively in most mental hospitals is one 
known medically as a lobolomy. 


In this surgical procedure, certain 


brain tracts which lead to the area of the 
brain that controls the emotions and 
drives of the person, are cut. 


This is done by making a hole in the 


bone covering the skull, then cutting the 
brain tracts. The aim of this surgery is 
to effect a social recovery outside the 
hospital.

Lobotomy has also been used to treat 


patients who are sick with diseases that 
cause uncontrollable pain unrelieved 
even by drugs.

however, a good answer to the 
question for any person who wants 
to be honest with himself.
